G.S.R. 1275.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 
25 of the Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 1962), the Centra) Government, being satisfied 
that it is necessary in the public interest so to do, hereby directs that the following 
further amendment shall be made in the notification of the Government of India, 
In the Ministry of Finance (Department of Revenue and Insurance), No. 104- 
Customs, dated the 6th June, 1966, namely:— 

In the Table annexed to the said notification, in the entries against Serial 
No. 160, relating to Item No. 63(1) in the First Schedule to the Indian Tariff Act, 
1934, in column (3), for the figures and words ‘T5 per cent ad valorem", the 
figures and words “274 per cent ad valorem’’ shall be substituted. 
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G.S.U. 1276.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 
25 of the Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 1962), the Central Government, being satisfied 
that it is necessary in the public interest so to do, hereby exempts the articles 
specified m coiumn (2) of ibe Table annexed hereto, when imported into India 
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for use in the manufacture of ferro-alloys and falling under the items of the 
First Schedule to the Indian Tariff Act, 1934 (32 of 1934) mentioned in the 
corresponding entry in column (3) of the Table annexed hereto, from so much 
of the duty of customs leviable under the said First Schedule as is in excess of 
the duty leviable at— 

(a) the rate specified In the corresponding entry in column (4) of the said 

Table, where the standard rate of dirty is leviable, and 

(b) the rate specified In the corresponding entry in column (5) of the said 

Table, where the preferential rate of duty Is leviable,
